Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussion of the metes and bounds of tightly regulated promoters 
was undertaken. Applicants insisted that lac was not viewed as tightly regulated by the art of record. The position of 
the office indicates that lac meets the definition as set forth at page 8 of the specification. Applicants admitted that lac 
was regulated but not tightly^because it leaked. Applicants indicate that tightly regulated promoters are almost 
completely turned off as described from the arabinose promoter in the specifiation. It is noted that the aro promoter 
relied upon for this property/definition still leaks, but less than the lac promoter. These tightly regulated promoters still 
leak. As such, the term of degree is defined in another term of degree and the cutoff between such is not defined. No 
resolution was made on this issue. The art was discussed in terms of what the art accomplished and did not 
accomplish and the metes and bounds of tightly regulated promoter and how that was different from regulated strong 
promoter. No resolution was made on this issue either.. 
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
